This document is an informal CIA publication issued for the use of 
certain senior Agency officials. It is intended to keep them informed about 
the movements of world leaders at the head of state, top cabinet and defense 
level, although others for whom there is special interest are also included. 
The document thus does not pretend to be all inclusive of VIPs and, because 
of inevitable changes in plans and other vagaries peculiar to travel (weather, 
alterations in carrier schedules, etc.), cannot be entirely accurate. 


I. U.S. PERSONALITIES

economic summit, Saturday and Sunday. To Geneva next Monday 
to see Syrian President Asad. Will be back in London for a 
North Atlantic Council meeting on the lOth-llth. Planning 
to be in Los Angeles, 16th-17th, to address a UAW convention. 
To South Bend, Ind. , the 22nd, to deliver the commencement 
address at Notre Dame. 

2. USUN AMB YOUNG to Ivory Coast, for five days starting 
Sunday to meet with US ambassadors to Africa; then to 
Sudan until the 16th, and Mozambique until the 21st for a 
meeting on Rhodesia and Namibia . May visit other African 
countries before returning via laris. 

3. SECSTATE VANCE to London and Geneva with the President. 
Then to Madrid, llth-12th, for the first regular US/Spanish 
ministerial council meeting; to Teheran, 12th-15th, for 

a CENTO ministerial meeting. Returns to Geneva on the 
18th to visit with Gromyko.
